The Water Requirements of 
Crops. 


(Experimental Farms Note), 

The intimate relationship between 
moisture supply and crop yields is 
emphasized in some experiments now 
being conducted on the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm at Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan, In these experiments 
it is possible to measure the amount 
of moisture used in producing the 
common farm crops, 

Farmers in the Prairie Provinces 
would probably be surprised to learn 
of the enormous amounts of water 
used in producing a crop of wheat. 
During 1924 and 1925 it required over 
40 tons of water to produce one bushel 
of grain on suinmerfallowed land and 
60 tons on plowed wheat stubble land, 
This was secured from two sources, 
that stored in the soil at seeding time 
and fvom rainfall during the growing 
season. For each inch of water used, 


2.8 bushels per acre were produced on
